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Providing Access 


The Access Fund is a joint program of the 
Ontario Office for Disabled Persons and 
the Ontario Office for Senior Citizens’ 
Affairs to increase physical access by 
disabled persons and senior citizens to 
existing community meeting rooms and 
public facilities. Grants of up to $50,000 
are available for approved renovations. 


Are You Eligible? 


To be eligible, organizations must be 
private, non-profit and must have been 
incorporated for at least one year prior to 
applying for an Access Fund grant. Also 
eligible are municipally-sponsored Elderly 
Persons’ Centres and Disabled Persons’ 
Centres. 


Organizations may be eligible if they: 

i) Have not started construction on 
any of the work relating to the project 
described in their Access Fund appli- 
cation. Please note that funding can- 
not be provided retroactively or for 
any Access Fund project started 
without prior approval in writing from 
the Office. 

ii) Open, or will open, their halls and 
meeting rooms and public facilities 
to members of the disabled and/or 
senior citizen communities.

iii) Are comprised of disabled persons 
and/or senior citizens; 

and/or 

iv) Offer direct services to disabled 
persons or senior citizens; 


Following are some examples of organiza- 
tions that may be eligible: 


e consumer advocacy organizations 
e senior citizens’/disabled persons’ 
centres 

service clubs 


e employment counselling and training 
centres 


religious organizations 
volunteer services and co-ordination 
centres 


e emergency shelters for victims of family 
violence 
e sexual assault centres 


Some non-profit organizations are not 
eligible for Access Fund grants because 
they receive a significant portion of their 
funding from Ontario Ministries (e.g. hos- 
pitals, government offices and facilities, 
schools, universities, colleges) or they 
primarily provide accommodation and/or 
residential care (e.g. group homes, 
homes for the aged, university resi- 
dences, assisted housing, private 
homes). 


What Is Eligible? 


Grants will be provided for renovations 
that improve access to facilities for senior 
citizens and disabled persons. These 
include ramps; elevators; grab bars; brai- 
lled and tactile sensory features; visual 
alert emergency systems; hearing assistive 
devices/ systems; telecommunications 
devices for the deaf (TDDs); and reno- 
vations of structural features such as 
widening of doors and redesigning 

of washrooms. 


Examples of project costs eligible for 
funding are: 


construction costs directly associated 
with the project including: demolition; 
service connections; limited excavation 
and site work; equipment rentals; mate- 
rials; labor; contractor (overhead/profit); 
10 per cent contingency; insurance; 
heating and enclosure costs for winter 
construction; inspection fees (concrete 
testing, steel testing). 


costs associated with relocation or 
adjustment to fixed furnishings, fittings, 
and equipment permanently installed in 
the facility to make an area accessible. 
For example: heating, ventilating and air 
conditioning equipment; security de- 
vices; fire alarms; audio and/or video 
installations; lighting systems; floor cove- 
rings/interior finishes; signage for build- 
ing identification or internal direction.

Projects Not Eligible 
e Regular maintenance and repair items 


e Some portable equipment and furnish-

directly related to the intent of the 
Access Fund. 


Payments to Your Organization 


e Fifty per cent of the grant will be paid 
upon approval of the project and the 
remainder when the project is 
completed. 

e Only one grant per year (April 1 to 
March 31) will be approved for any 
applicant. 


Approved Access Fund projects must 
be completed within 12 months of date 
of the Minister’s Letter of Approval. 


Funding Formula 
Are you eligible for 50 per cent funding? 


e Eligible organizations may receive an 
Access Fund grant of up to 50 per cent 
of approved costs to a maximum of 
$50,000 per project. The following are 
types of organizations that may qualify 
for this funding: 


i) service clubs 
ii) religious organizations 
iii) volunteer services and co-ordination 
centres 
iv) emergency shelters for victims of 
family violence 
v) sexual assault centres 


Are you eligible for 75 per cent funding? 


e Eligible organizations with the primary 
mandate of providing services to disa- 
bled persons or senior citizens and 
which do not receive regular or ongoing 
sources of operating or capital funding 
from provincial or federal ministries/ 
departments are eligible to receive an 


Access Fund grant of up to 75 per cent 
of approved costs to a maximum of 
$50,000. The following are types of 
organizations that may qualify for this 
funding: 

i) Consumer advocacy organizations 


ii) senior citizens’/disabled persons’ 
centres 


iii) employment counselling and train- 
ing centres 


Sharing The Costs 


e The provincial contribution will be up to 
a maximum of $50,000 towards 
approved costs of a project. 


Your organization’s share must come 
from sources other than the federal or 
provincial government. Certain grants 
from municipal governments may be 
considered. 


“In-kind” donations such as labor and 
materials will be considered to a maxi- 
mum of 25 per cent of the applicant’s 
share of the costs. Local costs and 
rates will prevail for “in-kind” donations. 


Application Procedure 


Your application must be received, 
reviewed and approved before the proj- 
ect can start. An acknowledgement of 
your application does not imply approval 
of funding for the project.
